R. would be doing themselves and as lots 
of good if they would just cut that hay 
rate to $5.00 a ton. By reducing the 
freight on wild hay it would be able to 
meet imported timothy on more equal 
terms. 

THE administration ot the act respecting 
contagious dieases of domestic animals has 
been placed in the hands of the mounted 
police by the depertinent of agriculture. 
Settlers haying reason to fear the existence 
uf contagious disease in any animal, should 
communicate at once. with the mounted 
police officer commanding in the district, 
who will have the case examined and re- 
ported on py the police veterinary. This 
does not mean that the government veterin- 
ary wi'l treat theanimal, but that he will 
decide whether the disease is contagious or 
not and so give the farmer the epportunity 
to proteet the rest of his herd if there is 
contagion. 

In December fast a resident of Edmonton, 
who came from the United States last sum- 
mer, decided to send as Christmas presents 
te his wife and family in the States some 
articles of fur. The list included cap and 
cellar of gray Persian lamb for the children 
and a seal cap for his wife. A short time 
ago he received notice from the United 
States customs officials at the line that the 
articles of Persian lamb had been duly 
passed, and would be forwarded as ordered, 
but thst the seal cap would neither be for- 
warded nor returned. This is in accord- 
ance with moderately recent legislation by 
the United States congress prohibiting the 
importation of d seal skin into the 
United States, the object being to deprive 
the Lendon manufactarers of « large part of 
their market and so foree them to take sides 
against the Canadian sealers.

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In the last issue of the South Ed- 
monton Plaindealer, R. Ritchie, man- 
‘ger of the Edmonton Milling Co., 


discusses the information regarding 
wheat grading recently supplied the 
Buuieriy by Geo. Imerson, of Stony 
Plain. Mr. Ritchie says the Buiux- 
TIN was in error in stating that La- 
doga wheat is graded in South Ed- 
monton as‘3 hard or 1 northern. He 
says: ‘In no instance have I known 
Ladoga wheat graded 1 northern— 
1 northern being a much better grade 
than Ladoga. Buyers in south Ed- 
monton are paying 47c for 1 northern 
and 37c for Ladoga.” 

Mr. Ritchie cannot understand how 
it is possible that Ladoga wheat can 
be graded No. 1 or No. 2 hard by the 
grain inspector at Fort William when 
the regulations under which he works 
provide that 2 haid must be compos- 
ed of at least*two thirds red fife. Mr. 
Ritchie says” “ Ladoga ‘couid not be 
classed higher than No. 1 spring 
wheat, which throughout Manitoba is 
equal in value to 3 hard.” 

The above is valuable information, 
and Mr. Ritchie knows a great deal 
more about grain than the BuLLETIN 
does. At the same time the fact re- 
mains that Imerson was offered by a 
South Edmonton buyer 33c as the 
best that could be given for his car of 
wheat on the day before he shipped it 
on the basis of calculation that it was 
Ladoga wheat. Wheras in the letter 
of advice of Thomson Sons & Co., the 
same wheat was graded as No. 2 hard, 
and they expressed thimselves as will- 
ing to pay for it at a 2 hard price. The 
price offered in Edmonton proves that 
the wheat was graded as Ladoga 
here. The price offered at Fort 
William shows that it was graded as 2 
hard there. This is one of the many 
cares in which money does all the 
talking that is necessary. 

Possibly, as Mr. Ritchie says, the 
inspectcr at Fort William may xot 
know his business, or may not be 
doing his duty; and possibly also, 
while the price of No. 1 wheat at 
Edmonton, thanks chiefly to Mr. 
Ritchie, has been kept above an ex- 
port basic, that of the lower grades 
has been persistently and systemati- 
cally hammered down below their 
export value, especially while the out- 
side market was dull or uncertain. 

While the BULLETIN is anxious to 
to see the farmer get all there is in 
his wheat of whatever grade it may 
be, it hopes that nothing it has said 
or published will be taken as a sug- 
gestion that it will ever really pay 
the Edmonton farmer to raise any- 
thing but the very best wheat in the 
very best way. 


RAILWAY SURVEY PARTY. 

V. H. D. Dupont, C. E., and party 
arrived from Peace River on Satur- 
day. The members of the party are 
A. T. Kerr, assistant ; F. de C. Davis, 
G. Crandell, M. Mason, Allan Suther- 
land, Frank Hutchenson, H. J. Biggs, 
J. W. Lee, Fred Albert, J. Lacombe, 
F. Neilson. All who went out came 
back safe and sound and look well. 
This party left Edmonton on the 8th of 
July and reached the month of Finlay 
river on Sept. 8th. They were 28 
days travelling from Edmonton to 
Hudson’s Hope, at the foot of the 
Rocky Mountain portage, and seven 
days from the head of the portage to 
the Finlay. Their work was to make 
& preliminary exploration for a railway 
line through the Peace river pass and 
eastward from the mountains to the 
British Columbia boundary south of 
Peace River. In the work from the 
mouth of the Finlay to the head of the 
Rocky Mountain portage transport was 
by boat. A trial line was run on the 
south bank of the Peace for this dis- 
tauce, about 75 miles. Although this 
was through the Rocky mourtains no 
very sefious Obstacles were met’ with. 
At some points, however, the moun- 
tains rise so abruptly from the water's 
edge that short tunnels would be 
necessary. Mount Selwyn, near the 
mouth of the Finlay, is the highest 
peak in that part of the range. It is 
about 6,000 feet above the sea and 
about 4,000 above the Peace River. 


The horses of the party had been 
left at Hudson's Hope while the work 
from the Finlay to that point was 
being done. When the head or west 
end of the Rocky Mountain portage 
was reached (Hudson's Hope is at the 
east end) the horses were used for 
purposes of transport. 
to carry a line on the south side past 
the portage great difficulties were met 
with in passing threugh the canon of

These 
streams cannot be got around, on 
account of their length, and their 
valleys are several hundred feet deep. 
They can only be avoided by following 
close to the river bank along the low 
level until they are passed. : 

The weather has not been severe in 
Peace river this winter so far. There 
was only one week of very cold 
weather. Incoming back the party 
were 48 days from Hudson's Hope to 
Edmonton. They were eleven days 
goming from Lesser Slave lake, 
brought by C. Anderson. Their herses 
‘are wintering at Spirit river. 

Dibble’s railway survey. party which 
was to work westward from the mouth 
of the Finlay up the Omevica to the 
Stikine were camped at the mouth of 
the Omenica when last heard from 
awaiting the closing of the rivers s0 
that they could travel on the ice. 


FROM BLACK RIVER. 

W. Miller, Fred Miller and V. 
Brewster arrived from Black River, B. 
C., on Thursday, by way of Lesser 
Slave lake and the Landing. They 
were members of the M. M. party who 
left here in March last. Several mem- 
bere of the party are wintering at the 
head of the East branch of the Black 
river. and will hunt and prospect from 
there over to the West branch of the 
river. They will go down the Black 
river to the Liard in the spring. The 
Messrs. Miller and Brewster returned 
because a cache which they had made 
had been robbed of 800 pounds of 
provisions, which would leave the party 
short for the next season’s operations. 
As soon as this loss was discovered the 
Messrs Miller and Brewster started for 
home, on October 19th. 

They came down the Tochee-ka, 
Finlay and Peace by boat to the head 
of Rocky Mountain portage amongst 
floating ice. From the portage to St. 
John they dragged their camp outfit 
and supplies on teboggans. From St. 
John they got a lift with Rey. Mr. 
Roberston to the Crossing, and came 
in with Legrandeur and Jobin from 
Lesser Slave lske. They are from 
Minneapolis and are going home for 
the winter. 

The M. M. (Maine and Minnesota) 
party of which these men were mem- 
bers left Edmonton in March last. At 
Peace River Crossing they decided to 
take their supplies up the Peace by 
boat driving their horses overland. 
The Peace was high at that time and 
their trip to the Rocky Mountain port- 
age was very slow and laborious. 
From the portage they sent their horses 
across the mountains to Graham and 
up the Finlay to the divide between 
the Finlay and Black river. They 
tracked their supplies up the Peace, 
Finlay and Tochee-ka. They give the 
distance} above Graham to Deserter’s 
canov, 30 miles; to mouth of To-chee- 
ka, 70 miles; to Pike lake at head of 
To-chee-ka, 50 miles; to lake at head 
of East brauch of Black river, 40 
miles. Total from Fort Graham to 
Black river, 190 miles. The Finlay is 
not particularly difficult navigation 
untit Deserter’s canon is reached. There 
most of the boats were portaged for 
three-quarters of a mile. But the M. 
M. party tracked two large scows 
through. ‘(In coming down they ran 
the canon.) Above the canon the 
Finlay was not very bad to the Forks. 
But the To-chee-ka was small, shallow 
and rapid. It heads in a chain of 
marshy lakes. From these lakes to 
the head of Black river the supplies 
has to be packed on horses. The party 
had to make five trips to get their sup- 
plies across, and it was during their 
absence on these trips that their cache 
was robbed. 


The divide between the To-chee-ka 
and the Black is almost imperceptible. 
Both streams are in the same valley, 
with a mouutain range on each side. 
But the Black flows north to the Liard 
and the To-chee-ka south to the Peace. 
Austin, who formerly mined on the 
Saskatchewan was with this party 
at Black river. He prospected a few 
miles down the stream but found 
nothing. He also prospected for quartz, 
but found that the reek was principally 
schist, and- barren. 

The Montana party, the M. M. party, 
the Jones party and the Braithwaite 
party are all wintering on the head of 
Black river, and will proceed by boat 
in the spring. There are eighteen or 
twenty men in all. 

The Messrs. Miller confirm the re- 
port of Dan McRae having taken $85 
out of a baron the Finlay above the 
Forks ip three days, and having gone 
on to Sylvester. 

They had seen no one who had gone 
over the trail to Sylvester except the 
returning guides of the Moody party. 
None who had got well down Black 
river had come back. 

The pack trail from the To-chee-ka to 
the Black river was very fair. Chiefly
